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SELECTMEN'S   REPORT   1971 


Another  year  has  become  a  part  of  the  past  with  no 
outstanding  changes  in  the  Town.  In  July,  we  were  sorry 
to  lose  the  services  of  a  veteran  selectman.  Gordon  R. 
Weldon.  Elected  in  March  by  a  unanimous  write-in,  Mr. 
Weldon  resigned  his  Selectman's  position  due  to  outside 
and  business  activities.  However,  his  assistance  in  town 
affairs,  especially  in  the  sewer  project,  will  be  of  great 
value  to  future  boards.  We  feel  very  fortunate  in  having 
Ogden  H.  Boyd.  Sr.  accepting  appointment  to  the  vacant 
Selectman's  post. 

Town  Road  Aid  funds  from  the  State  and  Town  have 
allowed  us  to  complete  construction  and  surfacing  of  the 
Morris  Road.  It  is  the  Board's  intent  to  begin  permanent 
improvements  with  future  TRA  funds  on  the  cross  road 
between  South  Pittsfield  Road  and  Websters  Mills  Road. 

Our  highway  crew  has  made  much  progress  in  re- 
surfacing and  upgrading  our  sidewalks.  Further  progress 
is  expected  in  the  coming  year. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting,  the  Town  accepted  the 
generous  gift  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  Old  Adams 
Shoe  Shop.  Funds  were  voted  and  used  to  demolish  and 
clean  up  the  building.  It  is  hoped  this  site  can  and  will 
be  used  for  a  future  fire  building. 

Funds  were  also  voted  and  used  to  help  support  the 
Barnstead  Ambulance  Service.  Meetings  with  supporting 
Towns  and  Barnstead  Ambulance  Service  have  been  held 
and  attended  by  Pittsfield  relative  to  the  Town's  appro- 
priation. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1971.  the  planning  board  was 
reappointed  and  is  expected  to  hold  meetings  relative 
to  the  Town's  needs  in  the  forthcoming  year. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  continued  studies  and 
meetings  with  the  Water  Pollution  Board  and  our  en- 
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gineering  firm  concerning  our  sewer  project.  The  con- 
struction plans  are  still  being  studied  and  worked  in  with 
the  State's  specifications. 

Town  funds  and  a  generous  gift  have  made  possible 
the  extensive  painting,  closing  in  the  bell  tower,  and 
completion  of  the  roofing  of  town  hall. 

Many  thanks  .are  extended  to  the  Lions  Club  for  their 
Christmas  decorations  and  lighting  on  our  main  streets. 
Also  to  the  Rotary  Club  for  their  generous  donation  to 
help  defray  the  cost  of  our  new  street  signs.

The  Dr.  Forrest  B.  Argue  Memorial  Swimming  Pool 
was  open  the  usual  ten  weeks  during  the  summer  of 
1971.  Pete  Paige  and  Mary  Ellen  Childs  were  the  Senior 
Life  Guards  with  Valerie  Riel  as  ticket  attender. 

Because  of  the  continuous  hot  weather,  a  record  sea- 
son attendance  was  obtained  and  the  largest  amount  of 
money  turned  into  the  town  treasurer  since  the  pool 
opened. 

New  floors  and  doors  were  installed  in  the  bath  houses 
and  new  chain  link  fence  replaced  the  fallen  fence  along 
Clark  Street.  All  money  used  for  repairs  and  upkeep  of 
the  pool  and  buildings  is  raised  at  the  Citizen  of  the 
Year  Dance. 

Swimming  lessons  are  offered  to  beginners,  advanced 
beginners,  intermediates,  advanced  swimmers,  junior 
and  senior  life  saving.  These  lessons  are  always  free  to 
all  Pittsfield  children. 

It  is  impossible  to  evaluate  the  true  importance  of  the 
pool  over  the  past  several  years.  However,  hundreds 
of  children  have  learned  to  swim.  Several  have  passed 
all  of  their  swimming  courses,  gone  on  to  take  the  In- 
structors Course.  Others  have  accepted  jobs  at  Pittsfield 
pool  or  gone  out  to  other  towns  to  direct  their  pools.

For  the  year  of  1971  we  took  down  a  total  of  37  Elm 
trees  and  removed  65  stumps,  which  on  the  surface 
seems  to  be  quite  a  lot  for  your  money.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


This  year  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  fire  department 
having  only  29  calls  —  18  Box  and  11  Still  Alarms. 

This  year  we  replaced  nearly  10,000  ft.  of  old  Fire 
Alarm  wire  and  2  alarm  boxes.  This  is  a  good  start  on 
the  present  alarm  system.  We  would  like  to  complete 
the  alarm  system  repairs  within  the  next  two  years. 

We  had  two  training  sessions  this  year  with  8  men 
completing  a  10  week  course  on  fire  pumps  and  trucks 
and  13  men  completing  a  15  week  course  on  fire  fight- 
ing procedures  and  rescue.  Also  we  sent  3  men  to  the 
Lakes  Region  Fire  Training  School  at  Gilford. 

Each  year  we  purchase  new  equipment  to  replace 
some  of  the  old  and  to  add  to  our  department.  This  year 
we  replaced  our  old  15  watt  Base  Radio  with  a  new 
85  watt  radio  and  replaced  another  500  ft  of  2Vfe"  hose. 
We  purchased  a  gated  inlet  valve  and  a  2V2"  combina- 
tion nozzle  for  the  tank  truck  and  large  hand  lights 
for  each  truck.  Also,  a  hose  washer,  which  can  be 
adapted  to  either  a  fire  truck  or  hydrant. 

Through  the  sales  of  Fire  Extinguishers,  equipment 
has  been  bought  which  enables  us  to  refill  the  same. 
Anyone  caring  to  purchase  an  extinguisher  may  do  so  by 
contacting  any  fire  department  member.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Lest  We  Forget  —  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hun- 
dreds of  homes  are  more  prevalant  on  the  west  coast 
with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25 
years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that 
devastated  large  areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving 
villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellar-holes  and  chimneys 
in  a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many 
lives  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day  of  October  23, 
1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen 
again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a 
firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with 
fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection 
when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders 
be  your  guide : 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard 
a  firebrand  —  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The 
burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if 
your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or 
garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  important  —  instruct  your  children  in  the 
danger  of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and 
dry  grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination 
which  leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  trag- 
edy. 

The  past  year  —  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the 
control  of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some 
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towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others 
to  heed  Smokey's  message.

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PITTSFIELD  HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


Current  deadlines  to  be  met  are  July  1,  1974  for  dis- 
continuing burning  at  our  dump  and  July  1,  1975  for 
the  oxidation  pond  to  be  in  operation.  Any  new  installa- 
tions of  septic  systems,  or  changes  in  them,  must  be 
approved  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission,  located  at  105  Loudon 
Road,  Concord,  N.  H.  03301. 

As  of  June,  1971,  the  State  water  testing  laboratory 
switched  from  the  multiple  tube  method  to  the  mem- 
brane filter  method  for  coliform  bacteria.  This  is  used  in 
finding  the  number  of  coliform  bacteria  in  water  samples 
sent  in  to  be  tested  by  towns  and  individuals  at  the 
water  lab.  The  new  method  is  quicker  ( 1  day  versus  2-4 
days),  is  more  accurate,  can  be  preserved  as  a  perm- 
anent record,  is  unbreakable,  and  requires  less  space  in 
the  laboratory. 

Let's  have  our  own  Town  Nurse. 

All  samples  from  the  Forrest  B.  Argue  Memorial  Pool 
were  satisfactory. 

Forty-six  bacterial  and  four  complete  chemical  ana- 
lyses tests  were  run  on  samples  of  water  from  the  town 
supply.  All  tests  proved  satisfactory. 

The  State  monthly  sends  an  inspector  to  check  the 
town's  chlorinator.  His  findings  were  that  the  water 
meets  all  requirements  set  forth  by  the  State. 

Five  animal  bites  were  reported.  Two  days  care  and 
1  foster  home  inspections  were  made.  Communicable 
diseases  reported  were:  infectious  mononeucleosis  2, 
infectious  hepatitis  7,  German  measles  4,  and  mumps  3. 
Five  complaints  were  handled.  Fourteen  health  prob- 
lems were  discussed.  One  suspected  rabid  dog  case  was 
investigated,  one  septic  tank  kit  was  dispensed,  and 
four  health  papers  were  signed. 
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Forty-eight  sterilized  containers  were  given  out  for 
individuals  to  have  their  wells  tested  and  42  containers 
were  delivered  personally  to  the  water  lab  in  Concord. 

Remember  —  even  though  swordfish  or  any  other 
meat  may  be  high  in  mercury  or  lead,  it  will  only  be 
harmful  when  eaten  in  large  amounts  or  at  most  every 
meal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield 
School  District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual 
report  as  your  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  economic  situation  is  by  far  the  most  important 
issue  facing  Pittsfield,  especially  as  it  concerns  the  fi- 
nancing of  the  public  school  system.  Everyone  strives 
to  stretch  the  dollar  as  far  as  possible  and  still  provide 
the  youth  with  good  quality  education.  This  is  a  very 
difficult  task  in  the  field  of  education  because  the  quality 
achieved  cannot  be  readily  determined.  The  administra- 
tion is  aware  of  providing  programs  which  will  benefit 
all  students,  regardless  of  their  future  endeavors. 

Mr.  Paradis,  principal,  has  met  the  challenge  in  two 
different  ways  this  past  year.  Through  his  effort,  and  the 
efforts  of  many  other  people,  Pittsfield  now  has  a  pro- 
gram in  vocational  education.  This  provides  a  real  need 
for  the  disadvantaged  student  and  now  makes  it  possible 
for  a  student  to  obtain  a  marketable  skill;  one  which  can 
be  put  to  use  upon  graduation. 

The  second  very  important  improvement  is  the  expan- 
sion of  the  high  school  library.  This  is  beneficial  not  only 
to  the  college-bound  student  doing  research,  but  to  all 
students  because  the  library  is  the  central  core  of  the 
academic  program.  The  library  is  to  English  and  social 
studies  as  the  laboratory  is  to  chemistry.  The  expanded 
facility  is  far  from  complete,  but  at  least  now  there  is  a 
conducive  environment.  More  resource  books,  refer- 
ences, periodicals,  fiction  and  non-fiction  books  need  to 
be  added  and  constantly  updated.  This  can  be  improved 
yearly. 

The  first  of  these  two  projects  included  money  from 
the  federal  government  while  the  second  project  was 
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achieved  through  interested  citizens  and  civic  groups. 
A  great  deal  of  credit  needs  to  be  given  to  the  fine  leader- 
ship in  these  two  projects  by  Antonio  Paradis,  principal. 

There  still  exists  the  problem  of  financing  the  regular 
educational  program.  This  last  year  the  town  was  se- 
riously hit  by  a  reduction  in  state  support  of  education. 
In  reviewing  the  total  support  from  the  State,  which  in- 
cludes revenue  from  sweepstakes,  foundation  aid,  school 
building  aid,  driver  education  and  aid  for  the  intellec- 
tually retarded,  I  find  that  it  has,  over  the  years,  repre- 
sented the  following  percentage  of  the  total  source  of 
money  to  support  the  appropriation :

It  is  evident  from  this  data  that  the  district  assessment 
will  decrease  as  the  state  provides  greater  support. 

The  real  unanswered  question  at  this  time  is :  What  is 
the  future  of  property  taxation  as  a  basis  for  supporting 
public  education?  The  answer  to  this  question  may  be 
found  by  this  time  next  year.  I  suspect  it  will  completely 
revolutionize  the  financing  of  education. 
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The  assistant  superintendent's  position  was  vacated  in 
late  August.  Mr.  Elton  Knowles,  newly  appointed  assis- 
tant, assumed  his  responsibilities  in  mid-December.  A 
report  of  the  assistant  superintendent  will  be  included 
in  the  next  annual  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Pittsfield, 
it  is  with  pleasure  that  as  Principal  of  the  Pittsfield 
School  System  that  I  submit  my  third  annual  report. 

Last  year  as  I  indicated  in  my  annual  report  that 
there  was  a  need  for  an  expanded  program  in  Vocational 
Education.  On  December,  1970  we  applied  for  a  federal 
grant  under  the  Federal  Vocational  Education  Act  to 
improve  our  vocational  program.  In  February,  1971  we 
were  notified  that  the  $15,000  was  available  to  assist 
us  in  implementing  the  program.  The  citizens  of  Pitts- 
field indicated  their  interest  in  the  program  by  voting 
to  accept  the  grant  and  approved  an  additional  instructor. 
With  this  money  we  rennovated  the  basement  of  he 
Industrial  Arts  building  into  a  laboratory  and  class- 
room for  electricity,  power  mechanics,  welding,  mechan- 
ical drawing  and  metalworking.  I  am  very  happy  to  say 
at  this  time  that  this  program  has  proven  to  be  very 
successful.  The  Vocational  Education  program  gives  our 
students  who  may  terminate  their  education  after  com- 
pleting high  school  an  opportunity  to  enter  an  appren- 
tice program  in  a  number  of  vocational  areas. 

I  also  indicated  last  year  that  there  was  a  need  to 
expand  our  high  school  library  facilities  in  order  to 
accommodate  more  students  and  have  reference  mate- 
rials and  books  available.  This  year  we  enlarged  the 
size  of  our  library  by  converting  a  classroom  into  library 
space.  This  rennovation  required  money  that  was  not 
available  in  the  budget.  However,  through  the  generous 
contributions  of  some  citizens  and  organizations  of  Pitts- 
field, we  were  able  to  complete  this  project.  I  would 
sincerely  like  to  thank  the  following  citizens  and  organ- 
izations for  their  contributions.

A  book  drive  was  conducted  in  September,  1971  in 
order  to  increase  the  number  of  books  available  for  stu- 
dent use.  Again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  generosity  of 
the  people  of  Pittsfield  and  surrounding  towns  for  mak- 
ing this  book  drive  a  tremendous  success.  The  number 
of  books  we  received  more  than  doubled  the  previous 
number  of  volumes. 

This  school  year  we  are  in  the  process  of  recommend- 
ing for  adoption  a  new  science  program  for  Grades  1-6. 
The  science  program  we  have  in  mind  will  not  be  text- 
book oriented  but  will  allow  the  students  to  learn  by 
investigation,  participation  and  experimentation.  When- 
ever we  adopt  a  new  program  the  selection  usually  re- 
quires a  full  year  of  thorough  investigation  by  the  staff 
and  administration  to  select  the  best  program  available. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  we  are  making  pro- 
gress and  will  continue  to  do  so  because  of  the  support 
and  cooperation  of  the  Superintendent  Mr.  Russell  and 
his  staff,  the  School  Board  for  the  tremendous  interest 
they  show  for  the  education  of  our  children,  the  staff 
for  their  effort  to  improve  the  educational  program,  the 
students  for  their  cooperation  in  working  toward  a  better 
school,  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Pittsfield  for  their 
continued  support.

The  summer  program  for  the  children  of  Pittsfield 
at  Drake  Field  was  run  from  July  5,  1971  to  August  27, 
1971  on  weekdays  from  9  A.  M.  to  4:30  P.  M.  There  were 
approximately  50  children  who  took  advantage  of  this 
program  daily.  Two  field  trips  were  taken  this  year.  One 
trip  was  to  Boston's  Fenway  Park  to  see  the  Boston  Red 
Sox  play. 

The  children  also  took  advantage  of  a  trip  to  Ogunquit 
Beach,  Maine  to  swim  and  enjoy  the  sun.  Draff  Young, 
Assistant  Coach  of  the  Cincinnati  Royals  came  to  Drake 
Field  to  lecture  and  demonstrate  the  basic  techniques  of 
basketball  this  summer.
